This apron is made of white satteen and trimmed with embroidered edging two inches wide, 
Join on the piece turned dowh On the pattern Fig. 8, and cut a double piece according to it. Into 
the slit indicated by the double line set a pocket on each side of the apron. Pleat the édge at 
the waist by bringing * on @, and bind it with a band an inch wide, which i# buttoned together 
at the back. Trim the edges with embroidery, and cat bretelles of the embroidery thirty-nine 
inches long; the bretelles are set along the plain line and up the side edges of the bib, and passing 
over the shoulders and down the back meet in a point where they are buttoned to the belt

the favorite colora for English riding-habits. Fig. 1 gives a view of the right, and Fig. 2 of the 
left side of the skirt. The skirt of a riding-habit is now made of ordinary walking length, On 
the right side the curve, to fit over the pommel of the saddle, is formed by means of darts; and 
when the rider is dismounted, for convenience in walking this curve or “ knee” is looped and but- 
toned up in the manner shown in Fig. 1. The slit is on the left side of the skirt, and in the flap 
which laps under there is a pocket. A pair of long trousers is worn under the skirt; these are 
osually made of the cloth of the habit, and sometimes of wadded or flannel-lined silk or thick 
tricet-cloth, These trousers are fitted pertectly #mooth to the form by darts about the hips. The 
nt of the skirt of a riding-habit is considered of quite as much importance as that of the waist, 
and 80 in cutting from the pattern given therefrom it is advisable to take the measurements of the 
person to be fitted and compare them with those of the pattern and make the necessary allow- 
ances; the length from the hip to the knee, in particular, must be noted, for a difference of an inch 
at that point would seriously interfere with the comfort and grace of the habit. As the skirt is to 
be worn in the saddle and not on foot, it shoull be tried on and fitted to the wearer in the saddle; 
tailofa who make a specialty of habits are always provided with a block or mount of some kind 
adapted to this purpose. The skirt is lined at the top and about the knees, and is no longer 
weighted with shot as formerly to keep it from fluttering, but instead the feet are passed through 
loops of elastic braid inside. The pattern of the skirt ia given in Figs. 4-6, that of the basque in 
Figs. 7.15, and a reduced diagram is annexed below, showing the outlines and proportions of the 
various pieces. Join on the pieces turned down oti Figs. 4 and 5, and unite the three parts of each, 
lettered *, °, and °, fitting them together by the letters at the ends of the lines cut across (see the dia- 
gram of the pattern); the front and back bread ths are each considered asa single piece. Cut one 
piece each from Figs. 4-6, and line them with satteen lining ; the lining in the front stops at twen- 
ty inches from the bottom. Take up the seams in the frout from 1 to 2 and from 8 to 4, those in 
the back from 5 to 6, 7 to 8, and 9 to 10, and join the back and fronts from 11 to 12, and 14 to 
15; set a pocket in the flap, Fig. 6, along the slit indicated by the double line, and join the flap 
to the back from 13 to 14. Face the bottom four inches deep with a strip of the cloth, and 
face the top three inches deep with lining, instead of joining it to a band. Work button-holes 
in the froit along the slit, and set the buttous on the seam joining the i? to the back. To 
loop the side of the skirt sét 2 Small cloth tab with a button-hole at ** of Fig. 4°, and a but- 
ton at *> of Fig. 4%. At the points : of (lie front and back fasten loops of inch-wide elastic braid, 
twenty-five inches long, through which the feet are passed when the skirt is put on. Cut for the 
basque two pieces each from Figs, 7-9, 11, 12, 14, and 15 of the cloth aud dining, and a double piece 
each from Figs. 10 and 13. Take up the darts in the fronts, and join the fronts, side-forms, and 
back as the corresponding figures indicate; join the basque, Figs, 11 and 12, from 17 to 22, and 
sew it to the lower edge of the waist, and finish the neck with the collar. Join the sleeves as the 
figures indicate, face the front and fasten up the slit with buttons and button-holes, and sew them 


into the armholes with 82 meeting 82 of the front. The front is fastened with concealed buttons 
and butten-holes.

MonalrR RIDING-HABIT.

Although in general heavy stuffs, 8uch a8 habif-cloth, Cheviot, and similar goods are used 
and are most suitable for habits, yet there are exceptionul cases, as for lengthy rides during 
warm weather, when a heavy habit would add to the fatigue of the journey, and something 
lighter is demanded. | Mohair, cashmere, and nankin are some of the stuffs used, which make 
light and comfortable habits, but are not to be recommended on economical principles, since 
they are not calculated long to resist the wear and tear of riding. The model illnstrated is of 
dark blue moliair. The skirt is cut by the pattern given above in No, ILI. The basque is pointed 
at the front, and with a short postilion at the back ; it bas an écru piqué vest, with broad notched 
revers of the mohair rolling teward the sides. 


Brack Sik Dress with JET TRIMMING.

The dress illustrated has a blne serge basque, with a drapéd elirt of plaid serge in copper red 
and bine shades. The skirt has a silesia foundation skirt, twenty-four inches long and two yards 
and a quarter wide around the bottom, wifh a natrow blue pleating set at the lower edge. The 
pleated skirt mounted upon this is four yards wide; it has a broad box pleat at the front, a nar- 
row pleated panel of plain wool, twenty inches wide before pleating, inserted at the left side of 
the front, and the sides.and back are kilt-pleated. The top of the skirt is gathered slightly at the 
front and sides, the back is pleated, and it is set between the edges of 4 round yoke band, which 
is cut according to Fig. 16. The pattern ofthe drapery is given in Wigs. 17-19; join an the piece 
turned downeon Figeti "Out one piece from each, bat cutting Fig. 18 of, the full dimensions 
quoted on the reduced pattern.

This little frock or apron is made of givgham, seersucker, cambric, and other washing fabrics. 
The one illustrated is made of bordered goods, with the stripes of the border extending around 


the bottom of the skirt. Instead of the woven stripes it can be trimmed with contrasting bande 
@titched on or with rows of braid. The pattern is given in Figs, 32-84; join on the piece

The model illustrated is made of dark brown yelvet throughont, except the narrow collar, the 
cuffs, and the vest fronts of the polonaise, whieli are of brocade in which gold is introduced. It 
consists of a skirt and polonaise, Fig. 3,on page 188, gives a view of the skirt without the dra- 
pery. The foundation is made of silk, and is faced three inches deep around the bottom with the 
velvet of the costume. The velvet, which is hung on the silk foundation, is in straight breadths, 
and is three yards wide around; it is twenty inches deep at the back and at that part of the front 
where the drapery hangs long, and thirty-nine inches deep on the left side where the drapery 
spreads apart, The fullness of the foundation skirt is gathered on three steel skirt springs or ex- 
tenders, which are run into tape casings sewed across the inside of the skirt, and which have tape 
strings fastened at their ends to tie together across underneath. The plush is hung almost plain 
on the front, and pleated somewhat across the back, The pattern of the polonaise is given in Figs. 
87-45, and a reduced diagram of the pattern is annexed Salow, showing the shape and proportion 
of the parts. Join on the pieces tarned down on the pattern sheet on Figs. 39, 40, and 41 (see the 
diagram), and lengthen them to the full -dimensions there indicated; Figs. IL. and IL. of the dia- 
gram show the left side form and left side of the back, which are sloped at the bottom, and are a 
little shorter than the right side, which see. Cut two pieces each from Figs, 37, 38, 40, 41, 43, and 
44, one piece from Fig. 39, and the collar and cuffs from Figs, 42 and 45. Line the waist parts, let- 
ting the lining extend a little below the lower ends of the darts, Take up the darts in the vest 
aud jacket fronts, and baste the jacket fronts on the vest fronts 
from 87 to 38 and from 49 to 50, after which join Figs. 37, 38, 40, 
and 41 as the corresponding figures indicate. Set on the collar 
from 45 to 54. Join the upper and under parts of the sleeves, 
trim them with the cuff, Fig. 45, which is set underneath the front 
edye of the sleeve, and sew them into the armholes with 55 meet- 
ing 55 of the jacket frouts. Join the drapery, Fig. 39, to the right 
side form from 85 to 36. In the drapery pleat up Fig. 39 as indi- 
cated, by bringing x on @, and pleat the sides; the front pleats of 
the side form, as shown in the diagram, are on the left side only. 
A In the back pleat the x's lettered ® and © and @° and @* respect- 
ively, and in the right back pleat the x*’s of @* and fasten these 
pleats on the wrong side to *x*. Sew the left side form to the vest 
from 88 to * on the wrong side. The vest frof{ts are fastened with 
hooks and eyes, When the polonaise is put onthe cluster of pleats 
x of Fig. 39 is hooked to the skirt underneath the Jeft-eide breadth.
